Frankly, at the outset of this article 
I should like to tell you that this sub- 
ject has gripped me. The more I con- 
template it, the more reasons I have 
for believing in Missions, and space 
alone keeps me from suggesting more 
reasons than these I state. Each of 
these suggestions could be incorporat- 
ed into a missionary message, for each 
is freighted with other ideas waiting 
to be developed. I thrust them out 
for consideration, trusting that the 
reader will believe in missions as 
never before. 

My definition of Missions is not 
simply from the financial stand point, 
for this part will take care of itself 
if basically one is truly interested in 
the salvation of the lost at home as 
well as abroad. 

I am in agreement with Robert 
Hall Glover who states, “Christian 
Missions is the proclamation of the 
gospel to the unconverted everywhere 
according to the command of Christ.” 


’ With this thought in mind, I submit 


the following: 


UNLESS A CHURCH IS A MISSIONARY 
CHURCH, IT HAS NO REASON 
FOR ITS EXISTENCE. 


The Church of Jesus Christ is not 
set up as a lodge, an institution of 
learning, a social center, or the like. 
Its primary purpose is the propaga- 


tion of the Gospel. The Church should 


not and indeed can not compete with 
the world in these institutions. It was 
instituted by the Lord Himself for 


the spreading of His work. “... and 


ye shall be witnesses unto me . . . un- 
to the uttermost part.of the earth.” 
(Acts 1:8). The Holy Spirit bore wit- 
ness to this fact on the day of Pente- 
cost when there was added to the 
Church three thousand souls. 

Romans 10:14 gives the basic rea- 
son for the existence of the Church: 
“How then shall they call on him in 
whom they have not believed? and 
how shall they believe in him of whom 
they have not heard? and how shall 
they hear without a preacher?”

A CHURCH IS NOT TRULY A PENTECOS- 
TAL CHURCH UNLESS IT HAS A 
MISSIONARY VISION. 

“Ye shall reveive power... ye shall 
be witnesses” is the statement of Acts 
1:8. The coming of the Holy Spirit, 
infusing and infilling the life of a be- 
liever, puts him into a position of ef- 
fectively witnessing the Gospel to the 
lost. Saying that we are filled with 
the Holy Spirit and having no con- 
cern for the souls of the lost declares 
loudly that there is something wrong 
within. No church can call itself a 
truly pentecostal church if it is a self- 
complacent, self-contained church and 
“at ease in Zion.” 


“They went everywhere, preaching 
the gospel” was the automatic result 
of Spirit-filled believers then and will 
be the automatic result of truly Spirit- 
filled believers now. 

A CHURCH CANNOT HAVE A REVIVAL UN- 
LESS IT IS A MISSIONARY CHURCH, AND, 
CONVERSELY, A MISSIONARY CHURCH 
WILL ALWAYS HAVE A REVIVAL. 

I reiterate that by missions I am 
not primarily concerned with the 
amount of total giving with which a 
church is credited. 

If a church is seeking the lost, each 
member dedicated to the task of 
searching and seeking and winning 
them, it automatically becomes a re- 
vived church. New babes constantly 
born into the assembly cause the 
spiritual tide to rise and constantly 
renew believers to vigorous spiritual 
fervor. _That new life in a constant 
stream coming into the church creates 
within such a spiritual tide that no 
amount of short-period evangelism 
can ever accomplish. 

A CHURCH WILL BE LIFELESS UNLESS 
IT IS A MISSIONARY CHURCH. 

A friend of my personal acquaint- 
ance once pastored a church in the 
East. He had a fervent spirit of evan- 
gelism and preached for results. One 
day, the chairman of the board ac- 
costed him to say, “Brother, we have 
a lovely group of people here; we 
don’t want to be disturbed with an 
influx of an element of people not 


like us. We might spoil our family 
spirit. Don’t you think you are em- 
phasizing evangelism too much?” As 
of that moment, my friend resigned. 
That church to this day is a lifeless 
one not reaching the community of 
God, no spirit of revival, and 
“Ichabod” is written across the door. 


A CHURCH WILL SOONER OR LATER 
CEASE TO EXIST UNLESS IT HAS A 
VISION FOR THE LOST. 

The philosophy that everything is 
well because “we are holding our 
own” is a poor one. Continued think- 
ing of that nature will inevitably re- 
sult in death. Constantly there must 
be new babes to take the place of 
those going on. 

Do you doubt this statement? 
Think just now of churches of which 
you are acquainted whose doors are 
now locked and barred. Why? No 
vision for the lost. It matters not what 
name you have on your church door 
or how fervent your denomination 
once was. If the desire for the souls 
of the lost is gone, eventually the 
doors of that church will close. Mark 
these words well, preacher. What will 
perpetuate your work after you are 
gone? Only those new babes that you 
have won to Christ. Train them well. 


IT IS IMPOSSIBLE FOR A CHURCH NOT TO 
GROW IF IT BELIEVES IN MISSIONS. 

Do you want to see your Sunday 
school enlarge? Do you want your 
church attendance to grow? Are you 
interested in constant increase? Then 
let a congregation become fired with 
a passion for the lost, and it will be 
impossible for that church to remain 
stagnant. 

FAITH IS BORN OF THE HOLY SPIRIT WHEN 
A CHURCH HAS A MISSIONARY ZEAL. 

Wm. Carey said, “Attempt great 
things for God; expect great things 
from God.” A missionary church at- 
tempts missionary ventures. These 
ventures take faith, and faith born of 
the Holy Spirit produces results. 

Missionary enterprises become a 
challenge to the faith of a people.

OF particular need in the work 


of the kingdom of God. The Bible 
Institute movement in the United 
States began between seventy-five 
and one-hundred years ago. 


Two names in particular stand out 
in connection with this development 
in the field of Christian education: 
Dr. A. B. Simpson, and D. L. Moody. 
Dr. A. B. Simpson’s name is connect- 
ed with the famous Bible Training 
School at Nyack, N. Y. This school of 
the Christian and Missionary Alliance 
was operating in 1882. D. L. Moody 
founded the Chicago Evangelical So- 
ciety about 1886, It later became in- 
corporated as the well-known Moody 
Bible Institute. 


From these institutions and from 
many other institutions, raised up of 
God, have gone tens of thousands of 
consecrated, godly men and women 
“into all the world” to preach the 
saving gospel of the grace of God. 


We of the Assemblies of God ac- 
knowledge an abiding debt to these 
early Bible Institutes. From the out- 
set we have been inspired and chal- 
lenged by them. Our growth as a 
Bible believing Movement is to a 
large degree due to their influence. 


What were the primary purposes 
for which such institutions were 
brought into being? Speaking on this 
subject on one occasion, Dr. A. B. 
Simpson emphasized that the Bible 
Institute was “designed to give dis- 
tinct Bible training and also to pro- 
vide for practical training in definite 
lines of Christian work.” It was his 
vision that the Bible Institute should 
be characterized by simplicity of pro- 
cedure and be within the reach, 
financially, of God-called men and 
women. 


D. L. Moody, in dedicating the 
men’s dormitory of his now famous 
institution, spoke on the subject, 
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“Chicago Evangelical Society, Its 
Aims and Methods.” He stated: “F irst, 
we want to train women for foreign

missionary work. Second, we want to 
train women to work in large cities. 
Third, we aim to train men with gifts 
for music to be leaders of congrega- 
tional and choral singing. Fourth, we 
aim to train men to go into the 
saloons and gambling dens where 
men gather. ‘If you are going to fish 
you want to go where the fish are.’ 
Fourth, we want to raise up a class 
of evangelistic men who have gifts 
to speak in an off-hand way.” 


Mr. Moody has been quoted as say- 
ing, “One great purpose we have in 
view is to raise up men and women 


who will be willing to lay their lives 
along side the laboring class and the 
poor and bring the gospel to bear up- 
on their lives.” 


It is well to pause here long enough 
to note that the reason the Bible in- 
stitutes were brought into being was 
that, the usual sources of preparation 
— the colleges and seminaries of those 
days, were not meeting the needs of 
a fervent evangelicalism. 


In 1894 the Bible institute was 
meeting other needs. An unnamed 
source states, “There is a great and 
increasing demand for men and 
women skilled in the knowledge and 
use of the Word of God and familiar 
with aggressive methods of work to 
act as pastor's assistants, city mis- 
sionaries, general missionaries, Sun- 
day School missionaries, evangelists, 
etc., at home and abroad. ; 


“There are also men called of God 
into Christian work at too late a per- 
iod of life to take the regular college 
and seminary course, but who would 
use such an opportunity to study as 
the institute affords and be qualified 
for great usefulness. 


“There is a third class who do not 
intend to devote their entire time to 
gospel work, but while pursuing their 
secular calling, they wish to work in 
winning men to Christ.” 


Said the late Dr. R. A. Torrey, “I 
believe there are few organizations 
on earth that will accomplish for the 
church of Christ in the coming gen- 
eration what this Institute (Moody) 
will, in the way of winning souls, 
prompting Bible study and increasing 
the spirituality of the church.” 


We believe Dr. Torrey’s words ap- 
ply not to one school only but to the 


Bible Institute movement as a whole.- 


The week before Mr. 


\ Moody’s 
health broke, someone asked 


him, “Do 


you consider the Bible Institute a. 
success? If you were starting all over ' 


again, would you follow the same 
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plan?” “Yes,” replied Mr. Moody, “it 
has been a great success and wonder- 
ful blessing. I would do the same 
again.” 


We thank God for the Bible In- 
stitute movement. God has used these 
Bible-centered, Christ-exalting, soul- 
winning schools in a most remarkable 


way. The history of any one of them 
provides thrilling reading. In our own 
movement we have seen the develop- 
ment of our Bible schools from the 
simple “faith schools” which came in- 


to being as a result of the outpouring 
of the Holy Spirit, to the present day, 
when our full gospel schools are lo- 
cated in practically every part of our 
nation. These schools send “but, year 
after year, young people, well trained 
in the Word of God and related sub- 
jects, with souls on fire and with a 
vision for lost men and women. See 
them as they go, — “like a mighty 
army. The strength of youth they 
lay at Jesus’ feet today,” with a cry 
on their lips, — “Loyalty, yes loyalty 
to Christ.” 

In these times when so much is be- 


ing changed in every field of en- 
deavor, — in days of changing em- 
phases, may God help us never to 
lose sight of those values which are 
truly fundamental to a Spirit-filled 
ministry. May we continue to em- 
phasize those elements in our move- 
ment and in our preparation for min- 
istry within our movement, that have 
proved to be truly. Scriptural and 
spiritual, and therefore useful, in a 
day when opportunity and challenge 
are all about us. This is our day if 
we but rise in the power of the Spirit 
to seize upon the opportunity.

Teachers Seek to Inject 
Religion in Schools 

Public school teachers agreed re- 
cently they should help “develop in 
pupils a greater recognition of God 
and religion as factors in our culture. 
The resolution was adopted by 300 
of the state council of the California 
Teachers Association at a three day 
convention in Asilomar, near Mon- 
terey, on April 10, 1954, according 
to the Sacramento Bee. The policy 
statement was presented by the as- 
sociation’s moral and spiritual values 
committee. 

As adopted by the council the 
policy stated: 

“The function of the committee on 
moral and spiritual values is to re- 
commend a program for the Califor- 
nia Teachers Association which will: 

1. Help teachers to develop in 
pupils a greater recognition of God 
and religion as factors in our culture 
and a desire to participate in the re- 
ligious life of their communities; and 

2. Help teachers find, explore and 
use methods of teaching which will 
implant and nourish in youth the 
moral virtues and spiritual values 
sanctioned in our democratic society.” 


Chiang Leads China 
Christians in Prayer 

President and Madame Chiang Kai 
Shek led Christians in Nationalist 
China in observance of Good Friday. 
Chiang, a Methodist, has repeated his 
last year’s call for Chinese Christians 
to fast on Good Friday and donate 
the money saved for rice to be air 
dropped on the mainland. 


Berlin Graham Rally Scheduled 

Evangelist Billy Graham has sched- 
uled an inter-church rally in June in 
the huge Olympic Stadium at Berlin, 
Germany, which has a capacity of 
100,000 persons, according to Execu- 
tive Secretary Noel O. Lyons of the 
Greater Europe Mission. The Graham 
party is setting up week-end meetings 
in ten strategic cities on the continent, 
following the London evangelistic 
crusade. Besides Berlin, these cities 
include Dortmund, Germany; Copen- 
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hagen, Denmark; Oslo, Norway; 
Stockholm, Sweden; Paris, and four 
other cities not yet announced.
